Christ is the 

You 
Te ae progress from one task to another as 
you master your lessons. Life gives 
you many of them, but the wisdom of Christ 
will help you to master them. 

One truth you must keep in mind. The prob- 
lem or lesson that comes to you carries with 
it its solution or method of handling. If a prob- 
lem comes to you, you may know that you have 
the power to solve it. The lesson placed before 
you in life’s schoolroom is one that you can 
learn. 

Many, many students rebel against the 
problems given them. They feel that they 
should be guests in life’s schoolroom and not 
called upon to work problems. They feel that 
they should not be given lessons to study and 
to learn. When a lesson or problem comes to 
them, they wring their hands and ask, “Oh, why 
do I have to do this?” 

Would you want to be in a class in a school- 
room and have the teacher ignore you? There 
would be students all about you working on 
their problems, but you would have none. The 
teacher would be in close touch with the other 
students helping them at every step of the way, 
but he would not have anything to do with you. 

Would you always want easy problems to 
solve? Certainly you would not feel compli- 
mented if you, an advanced student, were given 
only easy problems. You would not be able to 
prove yourself and your ability. You would

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long for something that would tax your inge- 
nuity. You would feel that you wanted a prob- 
lem that was baffling and difficult. 

The lessons that come to us in life’s school- 
room are those which we can solve and those 
which we must master. No one else can learn 
them or solve them for us. We take heart in 
the knowledge that we can solve the problem 
given us. We rejoice that we do not have to 
learn again a lesson that has been well learned. 
We have to solve problems of the same kind 
the second time only because we have not done 
them well the first time. 

You have every reason not to be disheart- 
ened when you have a problem. The solution 
came with the problem. If you look for the 
solution, you will find it. Nothing impossible 
is expected of you. The teacher is right at 
hand to encourage you at every step of the way. 
When you become discouraged, His presence 
helps to lighten the load. 

Among the problems that we have to solve 
in life’s schoolroom are problems of health, 
money, and our relations with other persons. 
While the problems in themselves differ one 
from another, they have one thing in common. 
All of them call for the student’s making the 
right mental adjustment with life itself. They 
eall for the student’s correcting his own 
thought, giving up his preconceived ideas in 
order to conform to the teachings of the Master. 

The problem of health comes when the in- 
dividual believes that things foreign to his body 
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[TEACHER AND THE LESSON 5 


can cause him to lose his hold upon the natural 
power of health inherent in him. He may be- 
come so concerned about what others say or 
do that he enters into an unhealthy emotional 
life that undermines his health. He will be on 
the way to health when he loses sight of that 
which he has thought of as causing disease and 
places his confidence in a certain inner power 
that is the cause of his health. 

The problem of supply and income is solved 
through the individual overcoming the race be- 
lief in lack or the belief that other persons or 
circumstances can keep supply from him. Christ, 
his teacher, shows him that through his con- 
sciousness of rich ideas he has the means of ob- 
taining unlimited supply. He proves his mastery 
over the problem when he begins appropriating 
the supply that the Master reveals as already his. 

Problems involving other persons are often 
intricate and involved. The solver is required 
to give up certain thoughts that he has had 
about other persons and to see them in a new 
light. He is called upon to rise out of personal 
consciousness into a consciousness that is im- 
personal. He is required to rise out of adverse 
memories, to give up old arguments pro and 
con with reference to his relations with other 
persons; to see them in a new light, as freed 
from personal faults, unified with him in higher 
understanding. 

Your problem for today will be solved to- 
day. You have every assurance of this. Ap- 
proach it with a light and happy heart. 








“My Soul Shall Be Satisfied’ 


ta NTIL WE COME into a full realization 
mag of Truth and of our oneness with 

7 Christ, our soul remains unsatisfied. 
We are ever seeking, ever desiring 
something. The search is futile, the desire un- 
fulfilled because we seek its satisfaction in the 
world about us. The soul is unsatisfied because 
its fabric is unlike the things of the world. The 
world cannot give it complete’ satisfaction, 
neither can persons or things. 

Men seek to find satisfaction in travel, but 
give up the search to return home. They seek 
satisfaction by acquiring huge fortunes, only 
to find they are happier in giving them away. 
They think that satisfaction would come 
through worldly acclaim and fame, but having 
tasted of these, they seek a quiet retreat from 
the empty fame they have succeeded in acquir- 
ing. 

Radical reformers denounce the world and 
its evils in such a way as to cause their fol- 
lowers to despise and to fear it. Their attitude 
is purely negative. Students of Truth seek to 
find the right relation between themselves and 
the world and to realize the truth that they are 
master of it. They enjoy whatever the world 
can give them as long as they can maintain a 
certain inner realization of their independence 
of the world and their supremacy over it. 

Soul hunger can be fed only with the inner 
knowledge of the presence of Christ within us. 
Our longings can be appeased only through our 
turning to Christ. The desires of our soul can

be fulfilled in no other way. The world will 
master us until we have reached the inner as- 
surance of Christ’s dominion over it. Persons, 
things, and circumstances make us unhappy at 
times until we discover through this inner 
knowledge and soul satisfaction that we are 
master of everything in our world. 

There are those who are lonely even in the 
company of many persons. They are lonely be- 
cause they have not found themselves. They 
have to find a certain inner satisfaction before 
they can find happiness. The world fails to 
entertain them because they lack a certain inner 
balance. Those who lack a sense of humor are 
on the border line. They have not found them- 
selves, on the one hand, and they have not 
gained the right perspective of the world about 
them, on the other. 

Soul satisfaction is not a matter of a per- 
son’s becoming satisfied with himself. If he 
has not made the inner adjustment, he may 
find himself much more of a bore than is the 
world he tries to denounce. Soul satisfaction 
acquaints us with the inner self, the Christ, 
and brings us into healthy relations with our 
fellows and the world about us. 

If there is something wrong with the world, 
we must help to make it right, for we may have 
to live with it for a long time. We have to 
find ourselves, of course, and make the inner 
adjustment before we undertake to do any re- 
forming. We may make it worse than it is if 
we have not reformed ourselves. 











Many persons are unhappy because they 
fail to realize the blessings that the inner life 
can give them. There are those who have de- 
cisions to make and often wish they could refer 
their personal questions and decisions to some 
infallible person and not have to worry over 
them. When they make the inner adjustment, 
they find an inner wisdom and judgment that 
can solve their problems and make wise de- 
cisions. Their indwelling Spirit, the very Spirit 
of Christ, ever attends the soul and helps it over 
its difficulties. 

Those who are dissatisfied with what other 
persons say or do find that the inner satis- 
faction they have gained tends to minimize all 
this. Inner satisfaction reduces to nothing the 
importance we assign to things said and done 
about us or toward us. We cannot become dis- 
satisfied with conditions about us when we are 
satisfied with Christ within us. 

If you are dissatisfied with yourself, your 
life, your work, and your associates, reappraise 
yourself and your world from a new viewpoint. 
You can arrive at this reappraisal, this new 
view of life, only through identifying yourself 
with Christ within you. If you have thought of 
the world as your master, begin to think of it 
as subordinate to your own power and thought. 
If you have thought of it as able to satisfy 
inner cravings and longings and able to ap- 
pease a certain restlessness of soul, view it now 
from the standpoint of having found yourself 
and having found inner satisfaction. 

















Which Thought Shall Prevail? 










we eh HICH thought are you permitting to 
s¥5; dominate your mind today, the thought 
iM eecre of negation and adversity or the 
thought of Truth? Are you letting the 
thought of weakness and insufficiency rule you, 
or are you ruled by the truth of your strength 
and resourcefulness? Do you let the thought of 
failure and lack dominate you, or do you think 
the truth of your success and prosperity? 

You alone have power to say which kind of 
thoughts you are to think. Your mind is your 
own. Nothing external or foreign to you can 
invade the sacredness of your mind. You decide 
whether or not Truth shall prevail, or whether 
you will permit the adverse thought of the race, 
the thought that has come to you through false 
education, to be dominant. 

We might think of all humanity regardless 
of race, creed, or station as divided into two 
classes. On one hand we should have those who 
entertain the belief in limitation, who are pre- 
vented from full expression by their thoughts 
of limitation and adversity. On the other hand 
we should have those who are ruled by the truth 
of their innate power. 

The study of Truth gives us something by 
which to measure our thoughts, something to 
serve as a guide and compass. We study Truth 
that we may be able to know it from that which 
is untrue in the sight of God. Truth is our 
defense against adversity, sin, evil, hate, fear, 
sorrow, disease, failure, and want. We cannot 
think thoughts of Truth and at the same time 
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think thoughts of adversity and thoughts con- 
trary to Truth. 

You can see that it is a most important mat- 
ter, this of deciding what kind of thoughts shall 
prevail in your mind. It is important because 
the decision about thinking also involves a de- 
cision with respect to your happiness, health, 
and supply. It is a decision that has to do with 
your whole mental outlook, your relation to 
other persons and things of the world. You are 
called upon to decide whether you will be ad- 
verse-minded and live accordingly in negation 
and adversity, or whether you will know your- 
self as a child of God and abide in His Truth 
and blessings. 

Which thought shall prevail? Shall we con- 
sent to be ruled by the negative thought, the 
thought negative of good, or shall we be ruled by 
God and His Truth? One thing we must be 
sure of. We must not accept as true that which 
is not according to the Truth of God. We must 
believe nothing that is inimical to our highest 
good. We must accept as Truth only that which 
helps us to celebrate our divine sonship. 

Which thought shall prevail? Shall God pre- 
vail as Truth in our consciousness or shall we 
permit adverse thought to rule? Shall we know 
ourselves as creatures of misfortunes or behold 
ourselves as children of God—children of light, 
peace, joy, perfection, and plenty? If we decide 
to know only Truth, then we must be on guard 
that we do not give place in consciousness to ad- 
verse belief. If we are to know ourselves as 
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WHICH THOUGHT SHALL PREVAIL? 11 
children of God, we cannot permit any thought 
adverse to our divine nature to have place in 
mind. 

At this moment you are either living in the 
consciousness of your divine selfhood, in the 
truth of your glory in Christ, or else you are 
thinking thoughts of negation. At this moment 
you are enjoying health and plenty or else you 
are indulging in adverse thought and living in 
weakness and want. You are letting the thought 
of Truth prevail in you as the truth of your joy, 
perfection, and supply, or else you are permit- 
ting the race thought, the mortal thought, of 
disease and failure to master you. 

Do health and plenty prevail in your life at 
present? If so, then you may know the kind of 
thoughts prevailing in your mind? You know 
that God as Truth came to the portals of your 
mind and you let Him enter. Your decision to 
give God a place in your consciousness was also 
a decision to give no room to any thought con- 
trary to Truth and God. 

Christ will prevail in the world only when 
He prevails in the hearts of men and in their 
lives. We cause Him to be manifested when we 
allow Him to prevail in our heart. He prevails 
to the extent that we permit constructive ideas 
to have room in our thought. He prevails when 
we realize that He is all in all and that in Truth 
nothing but Him exists for us. 

In the higher consciousness there is naught 
but Truth, only Christ, the good. In this con- 
sciousness only Christ prevails.

Christ within you is the Spirit of God come 
to mankind, delivering man from bondage.

4 presence or power in us. Our faith 
in God gives us faith in good, regard- 
less of the form in which it comes to us. Hav- 
ing faith in God, we cannot believe in an op- 
posite, evil. We know that in Truth God is the 
only presence and power; consequently, we can- 
not believe in anything unlike Him. We can- 
not divide our faith between God and an opposite 
when in Truth we perceive God’s omnipotence. 

Faith in God must necessarily be undivided 
with anything else. We think of God as “jeal- 
ous” because we know that our faith and love 
cannot be divided between Him and an opposite. 
When we perceive the true nature of God, we 
cannot fail to place our entire faith in Him. If 
we have genuine faith in God, we cannot give 
any of it to any thought, thing, or condition un- 
like God in character. 

We increase our faith by thinking about God. 
We become so absorbed in thinking Godward 
that we cannot turn our thought or faith in the 
opposite direction. We become entirely loyal 
to God because we perceive the truth of His 
omnipotence and the nothingness of that which 
formerly seemed to share His omnipotence.

E24 ExAN STUDYING the Bible through the 

oe new presentation of Christianity we 
) i find that the human body is viewed in 
‘anew light. We think of it as the tem- 
ple of the Spirit that is in us. We seek to purify 
it by keeping our thoughts pure. We endeavor 
to make it healthy by keeping disease thoughts 
out of our mind. We seek to regenerate it 
through knowing that it is being transformed 
into the perfect body of Christ. 


Whenever you condemn your body or think 
of it in an adverse way, you deny the truth of 
its being the temple of Christ.
